ARTICLES OF AGREEMENT 


We,the United Baptist Church, in the State of Mississippi, having 
been regularly dismissed by letters from the following Associations, 
viz: Aberdeen, Chicasaw and Bear Creek, have united. for the purpose 
of maintaining and keéping the Order and Rules of all Assiciations, 
according to the following plan: : 

ART. 1. This Association shall be composed of members chosen 
by the different churches in our Union, who, on producing letters!from 
their respective churches, certifying their election, shall be entitled to 
seats. ; : 

ART. 2. The letters from the churches are to express number of 
male and female members; time of meeting; number of Baptist re- 
ceived by letter; restored, dismissed by letter; excluded; died since 
last Association; the name of pastor and postoffice. 

ART. 3. The members thus chosen and convened shall be known 
as the Judson Association, who shall have no power to lord over God’s 
heritage, or to infringe on any of the internal rights of the churches 
of the Union, but shall be an advisory council for the common benefit 
of all the churches andthe furtherance of the cause of our Redeemer. 
The Association shall have power tp exclude any church from the 
Union, who may depart from any of the orthodox principles of the 
Gospel either in faith or practice. (The fundamental principles’ we 
adopted and believe may be seen in our abstract.) 

ART. 4. Every church in our Union may be entitled to five mes- 
sengers; should any neglect to present herself, she shall state the 
reason in her next letter to the Association. 

ART. 5. New churches may be admitted to this body, who pe- 
tition by letter and messenger. If found to be sound in the faith and 
in good order the reception thereof to be manifested by the Moderator 
giving the right hand. . 

ART. 6. This Association shall be governed by Rules of Deco- 
rum of their own adoption. 

. ART. 7. This Association shall elect a Moderator annually from 
among themselves, whose duty shall be to see that the Rules of De- 
corum are observed, and take the voice of the Association on all ques- 
tions brought before it. Also, a Clerk shall be elected, whose duty it 
shall ebto take correct minutes of the acts of the Association: 

ART. 8. No query shall be received for the consideration of the 
Association until the church presenting it shall have made an effort to 
answer it to her satisfaction and failed to do so. 

ART. 9. The Associationsshall have a fund for the support of the 
same, and which shall be raised by voluntary contributions: of the 
churches, sent by their messengers which money shall be deposited in 
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. the hands of the Treasurer, elected by the Association, who shall ac 
count to the Association for all money received by him as Treasurer. 
ART. 10. The Association shall, in all cases, be governed by a 
majority of the members present, except in the reception and dis 
missal of churches, which shall be unanimous. 
ART. 11. The Association shall correspond with other Associa 
ions as may be agreed on while in session 
ART. 12. It shall be the duty of the Association to appoint a 
minister to preach the Introductory Sermon, with an alternate, at 
each succeering session: also time and place for next Association. 
ART. 13. No charge will be received against any church in our 
Union only when established by a sister church 
ART. 14. This article may be altered or amended at any 


time by two-thirds of the churches comprising this body 
ART. 157 Minutes to be read adopted and signed by the Modera 
tor and Clerk before the Association finally adjourns

13. We believe that the first day of the week called the Lord’s 
Day, is sanctified and:set apart for,the worship of God and that it is 
the duty of Christians to abstain on that day from all unnecessary 
visiting; trifling conversation of labor, except so much as may‘ be 
devoted to the works of necessity or mercy..: 

14. We believe that God has: appointed the preaching of the 
Gospel for the edification of the church and the advancement of His 
Kingdom; that it is the duty of church members to contribute to the 
support of the ministry of God, as He in His providence, may give 
them ability. - 

15. We believe that Jesuns Christ has appointed two positive in? 
stitutions or ordinances to be observed in His churches, viz: Baptism 
and the Lord's Supper. That Baptism is immersion in water, in the 
name of the Father, Son and Holy Ghost, and that the believers alone 
are capable of rightly receiving this ordinance; that baptism pre- 
cedes the Lord’s Supper and none but regularly ordained ministers 
have any right to administer them. 


RULES OF DECORUM. 


ART. 1. The Association shall be opened by prayer. 

ART. 2. The Moderator and Clerk ‘shall be chosen by members 
present by private ‘ballot. 

ART. 3. The Moderator shall be considered the judge of order, 
but any member not satisfied with his decision may appeal provided 
the appeal is made on the same day, but no subsequent time. ; 

ART. 4. The Mederator shall be allowed the same privilége of 
speaking as other members, but not to vote, unless his vote be nec- 
essary to decide the question. If he rises to speak he shall call some 
brother to the chair. 

ART. 5. All questions brought before the Association shall be 
open for discussion, unless withdrawn by the moyer or his second. 
When a@ subject has been taken up and reasonable time allowed for dis- 
‘cussion, the Moderator shall take the question by yeas and nays, and 
if a call for division be made it shall be decided by members, rising. 

ART. 6. Any member wishing to speak shall arise and address 
the Moderator. Only one member shall be allowed to speak at a time, 
who shall not be interrupted while speaking, unless he departs from 
the subject or makes personal reflections. 

ART. 7. No one shall speak more than’ once upon any subject 
until all who wish to speak shall have had an opportunity, nor more 
than twice upon any subject without permission. 

ART. 8. Every subject introduced for discussion shall be decided 
before another is offered, unless it be laid over by motion, with the 
consent of the mover and Association. : 

ART. 9. The names of members shall be called whenever the 
Association shall direct and absentees marked. Any member wishing 
to retire shall obtain permission of the Moderator. 

ART. 10. The appellation of “Brother” shall be used by the 
members in addressing ¢ach other. ae 

ART. 11. Any member violating the rules shall be subject to be 
reproved by the Moderator, but only the day the breach shall have 
been made. 

ART. 12. Amendments or alterations may be made to these rules 
whenever a majority deems necessary. ,
